The following copy of a letter written by Vincent Luwarpi, 
Efq; to his Friend Georce Biccin, Efq; ia London, gi- 
ving him a full account of his laft experiment, was, by Mr 
Lunardi fent to us to be inferted in our paper, and which, 
we have no doubt, will be acceptable to our readers. 

My Dear Georcs, 
ONDAY oth infant, as I acquainted you, was the 
day fixed for my {cenfion with two balloons, the 
common one, and another of ten feet diameter intendded 

to be §50 feet higher than the large one which carried me. A 

rope of that length was ro be fixed to it, in order to afcer- 

tain the various currents of wind (an experiment very intereft- 
ie to us aeronauts, thoug:: I had not the good fortune to try 
it. 

The morning was pretty favourable, though interrupted 
with finall rain 3 and ae be day advanced, the weather be- 
came very thick aud foggy, Zo that Aas obliged to delay my 
afcenfion till the day after. It wasindeed with very great re- 
luétance that I did make this delay, the men being all under 
arms in the Caftle, and waiting my orders. I relelved, and 
re-refolved ; went backwards and forwards feveral times ; and 
at laft determined to go to General Mackay, in order to have 
his adyice on the fubject- I reached hishoufe all wet with the 
fmall rain, and intreated him to give me his advice ; telling 
him, that the town was quite full of the moft refpe@table peo- 
ple, but that I was undetermined on account of the hazinefs 
of the day, which alfo threatened confaerable rain, and I was 
fure that I could not be vifible for more than two or three mi- 
nutes at the utmoft; and it muft be very inconvenient for the 
ladies to ftay fo slong in an unbhelrered place, like that from 
which I was to afcend. His Excellency, with great candour 
and fincerity, told me, that it was impofhible for him to giye 
me any advice on the fubject ; fo that, after having obferved 
the barometer, and the direction of the wind, which was va- 
riable, and the clouds which had’ become thick and black in 
the welt, with the concurrent fentiments of another officer, I 
came to a refolution of delaying the experiment to the firft day 
which fhould prove more favourable. At this time I obtained 
a promife from his Excellency, that a gun fhould be fired from 
the half-moon of the Caftle, at ten o’clock in the morning that 
I intended to afcend, as a certain fignal to the public, on 


which I immediately diltribured hand-bills to make my refo-- 


lutions known. 

Between two and three o’clock in the afternoon I attempt- 
ed to fill the {mall balloon, which was to be 550 feet above my 
car, with an apparatus of my own invention, and quite differ- 
ent from any of thofe ever ufed fince this noble .difcovery, 
which I found to anfwer beyond expectation. 

The large balloon was that day kepe filled with atmofpheri- 
cal air at the Regifter-Office, where there was a great con- 
courfe of people ; and I left there not only my fervants, but 
fome gentlemen, friends to my undertaking, in order so learn 
the opinion of the public on my poftponing the day. I have, 
indeed, ths fatisfaction to fay, that al/ the ladies very much ap- 
proved af my conduct, and only a very few gentlemen exprefl- 
ed their diffatisfaction ; and even this difapprobation of a very 
few, when reported to me, made me very uneafy, as they had 
already been witneffes of my former experiment, fo that I de- 
termined, at all events, to afcend the day following, if the 
weather fhould prove fine. 

On Tuefday morning, at feven o'clock, my fervants ac- 
quainted me, that it was a fine morning ; on which, without 
taking any notice of the direction of the wind, I ordered them 
to carry every thing to Herriot’s Garden, and wrote a card to 
the Governor of the Caftle, to favour me with the firing of a 
gun, and fending the troops to fupport the civil pewer, as had 
already been promifed. Lord Elphiniton was indeed furprifed 
at receiving that card, as the wind was too much from the weit; 
and therefore, very obligingly, fent mea meflage, that he was 
ready to do every thing in his power toferve me; but thatthe 
undertaking was too dangerous. My refolution, however, 
was unalterable ; and his Lordihip, at laft, did me the ho- 
nour to acquiefce with my wifhes, on which I. went to the 
Garden, to prepare for my afcenfion. 

I began to fill the balloon with half the apparatus, a little 
after eleven o’clock ; and, in ten minutes, the balloon: could 
fupport itfelf; but, at this time, there. were but a very few 
people in the Gardea. They faid, the gun was fcarcely 
heard; and, as the wind was wefferly, people of fenfe could 
not believe that I would venture. 

At the defire of feveral very refpectable people, an officer 
was now difpatched to General Mackay, requefting the favour 
of ordering another gun to be fired, which his Excellency ve- 
ry readily granted ; after which, and the flag being hoilted on 
the fteeple of Heriot’s Hofpital, I fet the reft of the appar 
ratus to work, and people began to aflemble in great numbers. 

During the precefs of filling the balloon, I fecared feveral 
bladders and pieces of cork round the car ; and the general 

ueftion was, Whether I really intended to go up? The an- 
wer was, That it was impoflible to prevent myfelf from drop- 
ping into the fea; but that I was ¢onfidene that fome boat 
would take me up. 

At ten minutes before one, the balloon being fufficiently 
inflated, I ordered it to be carried to the fouth of the area, to 
give the more fatisfaction to the {pectators, who at this time 
were very numerous. I was drefied. in the uniform of the 
Scots Royal Archers, as I told you I had the honour of be- 
ing made a member. | Raf: ; 

Five minutes before one, I arofe.majeftically, not fo quick 
as the former time, but yet with a confiderable degree of ve- 
locity, with the wind at SW. After having faluted the 
fpectators, I fattened two ftrings which were left loofe, and 
begun to untwift the rope of the little anchor I had with me; 
and, in three minutes after leaving the ground, I perceived 
thyfelf perpendicularly over the Forth. : . 

At one o'clock exactly, the balloon turned thrice rour 
upon its axis, and was completely full; the barometer at 21 ; 


the thermometer at 38; wind S, W. by W.. and I was going 


|} the Ifland of May about five miles diftant, 


very flow. The fcenery beneath me was moft delightful; and 
I now drank a glafs of wine and eat fome cakes. 

At half an hour after one, the balloon contiouéd much in 
the fame ftate ; and the barometer had only fallen +} wis 
going horizontally towards the N, E. and faw a boat rowing 
towards Moffelburgh. I threw down a piece of cake, about’ 
half a pound weight ; but do not know if it fell inte the boar. 

Fifty minutes after one, the,wind was due W. and I there- 
fore thought proper to atte: yt landing on the point of Archer- 

field, and let go my {mall anchor, about 600. fect below ny 
car, and began to defcend; but as I found chat Twas eoming 
down with too much rapidity, and had no ballaft, nor even the 
big anchor, I was obliged to {top my defeent, by shutting the 
valve; and throwing down a bottle full of water I had with 
me, when about 2000 feet from the ground, by which meang 
I paffed aver the point of land, and came agaia upoa the wa- 
ter. At this elevation the thermometer fell to 31. 

I fattened my uniform great coat, which I had taten with 
me, to the upper hoop, to which the batket was appended, as 
well as my hat, another little coat, and fome other things, to 
prevent their being wetted by my falling into the fea. 

It was exaétly two o’clock when I began to defceud. gradus 
ally, and at five minutes after 1 touched the furface of the 
water, not farther than a mile and a half from the rocks of 
Fidra and Lamb; but as the wind. below was pretty ftrong; 


and the balloon ating like a great fail upoti my bafket, I made * 


way very faft ; the water dathing like filyer againftomy breech- 
es and jacket. I turned round, but could fee no boat whates 
ver; but when about two miles and 4 half from the fourth 
thore, I could diftinguifh three thips under fail about Anftru- 
ther or Kilrenny, and therefore was not under the leaft appre- 
henfion, eff cially as my courfe was towards the ifland of May 
and thefe thips. 

The balloon was very much agitated by the wind, and fomes 
times turned round, fo that I was frequently tofled into tlie 
water as high as my breaft. Wen: about five miles frony 
North Berwick, I perceived a black {pot appearing and difap- 
pearing, according to the rifing and lowering of the waves, dis 


_ tecting its courfe from the Bafs ; and on paying more attenti< 


on to it on my rifing, I at laft faw plainly, that it was a boat's 
but as I was going with great rapidity, I quickly pafled their. 


parallel; and then as the boat had gained the wind, and’hgitts. ‘ 


ed fails, as well as made ufe of their oars, I began to affure 
myfelf that they would very quickly reach me, on which I 
began to wave the flag, as a-fignal that I had feen them,” 

The nearer I approached the oceans the brifker the wind 
grew ; and, as I went at a great rate, ‘began to be in doubty 
whether I fhould cut away the balloon:or not; but ‘at laft res 
folved not to do fo; for as it was growing dark, I would, with« 
out the balloon, have been too fmall an obje& to be feen at 
any diftance, as I was at this time brealt-high in the wa- 
ter. 

I could now diftinguihh two thips under fail to. North Ber- 
wick ; the three that I mentioned before on the fame point, 
and another boat 
coming towards me at an incredible rate. I had loft the ans 
chor, flag and pendant, when the boat 1 faw at firft approach- 
ed within a gun-fhot of me. I prepared a big rope faltened to 
the upper part of the baloon, and as foon as the boat came up, 
I gave the end of it to the fifhermen, defiring them to make it 

falk to their boat ; but on my going on board, which T could 
not do by jumping, being very heavy with continuing fo long 
in the water, and my hands very fore, they-initantly let it 20, 
and the balloon flew off with fuch rapidity that I had fearce 
time to perceive it diftinétly till it was out of fight. 

I now fat in the boat as well as»Ii could, ‘but my feat was 
by no means agreezble, the hoat,-befides my fituation in other 
refpects, being full of fith. I enquired of the boatmen if they knew 
Sir David Kinloch, and told them that I withed to be carried 
on fhore as near his houfe as pofible ; bur they could give me 
no information. I then defired them to carry me to North 
Berwick, but. they faid, it was tob far off; though I believe 
the truth was, they were going to \Muffel ‘and did no 
with to be taken out of their en i —_ teres 

The King’s boat came up-immediately after, and the gentle. 
men very politely invited me on board; ‘bat 1 was obliged to 
decline this kind offer, im, order to thew my gratitude to the 
people who had taken me up. They fet me on fhore on Ars 
cherfield about five o’clock, and [ muft confefs that I fuffere 
ed yery much all the time { was in the boat. When I came 
afhore, I found a Mr Nifbet’s fervant in waiting for me, witli 
whom I {et out to his mafter’s houfe, which is a mile from the 
fea, and ran thither as faft as I was able, in order to make my 
blood circulate more freely. 

Mr Nifbet had gone to North Berwick to meet me there 3 
and his charming Lady had fent a phyfician, (Dr. Hamilton 
celebrated for his {kill in recovering drowned people 5 haddi 
patched a fervant to another place with fpiritous liquors ; and 
had ordered a good fire, with two large Blankets before it $ 
and, io fhort, every thing was reatlyias if fhe had been informe 
ed before-band that I was-to land there, 

I was hardly flripped when Mr Nifvct-rezurnech from North 
Berwick. He could not refrain from perfonally afli(ting’ me to 
drefs ; and I think his joy1o haying me fafe at/his houfe was 
fcarce inferior to mine in finding myfelf in fach a comfortable 
place after fuch a difagreeable and dangerous fituation, 

Being now dreffed in Mr.Nifbet’s clothes, quite’ refrellied, 
and as well as ever, I went down to dinner: and of feeing 
Mrs Nifbet, whom I had feen before, but could not recollect 
where, it all at once came into my mindethat the was Afrr: 
Fobnflen, Governor Johniton’s dadys—+She-has the fame fx 
gure and eomplexion, but darker eyesand eye-brows. From this 
jady I tearned, that as fhe perceived mie deleend on the Archer. 4 
field, fe had fent her chariot tolferch meto her houfe; but 
on feeing me going tewards the ocean, and’ rifing and’ falling 
with the waves, her anxiety increafed beyond meafare, and) 
fhe could not compofe her fpirigs-till the'faw me. After ap 





excellent dinner, at which, they: had great -pleafore ia feeing 
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me eat fo heartily, I was inclined to Mleep ; but having fome 
good {trong tea afterwards, I quickly became active and full of 
fpirits again, and we converféd about aerottation till fapper- 
time ; and after being well entertained, I took leave of my 
very hofpitable friends, and retired to my room, and wrote 
fix letters to different people in Edinburgh, who I knew would 
be in grea anxiery about my fate, confidering the direction 
they had feen my balloon take. 

Thefe being fealed wp, I immediately began to write this 
long epiftle, with an intention to fend it along with them ; but 
it is near three o’clock in the morning ; fo that, though indu- 
ced to begin it, by the pleafure of writing to one who has tha- 
red my glory, I am fo much in want of fleep, that I find I 
mutt lay dowa my pens but fhall finifh this on my arrival at 
Edinburgh. Good night, my dear friend. I hope my dreams 
will afford me, while afleep, fome converfation with you on 
this fubject. 

Thurfday evening, 7 o'clock. 

I have now the pleafure to acquaint you, that my very hof- 
pitable landlord is a moft ingenious Gentleman, who has been 
feveral years in Italy, whom I became acquainted with at 


Kelfo races. “Our converfation was mottly in Italian ; and at, 


the Affembly Room, while others were dancing, we had g 
long converfation. relative to Rome, Naples, &c. I had the 
higheft opimion of his parts, though his name was unknown to 
me. His tafte in horfes is truly great.’ His fix carriage- 
horfes, in particular, for handfomenefs, and being well-match- 
ed, are perhaps not to be equalled. 

You will be furprifed, my dear George, when I affure you, 
that I could not recollect hifg till fupper-time ; my ideas be- 
ing fo much diftraéted with different obje&s, that fometimes I 
cannot recollect the very perfon with whom I dined perhaps 
only the day before. ‘ 

I arofe at nine next morning, and went to breakfaft; after 
which Mr Nifbet obliged me with a fight of his elegant gar- 
den, where there are many hor-houfes; and, if I muft tell 
tle truth, it is the. moft complete I ever faw. I mutt fay, 
that in the famimer time, it will appear an Italian garden, as 

here are fruits of all kinds in abundance; and indeed it 
will be a great inducement to me to pay him a vifit in that fea- 
fon. - * . : 

Attwelveo’clock, Sir David Kinloch, the gentleman whom 
I withed fo ‘much'to fee, with his fon and daughter, and Ma- 
jor Mackay;,came to invite me to his houfe, whither I attend- 
ed them ; aad after being elegantly entertained at dinner and 
fapper, I came to pare this morning, in company. with 

jor Mackay. It is impoilible to find terms faffigiently ex- 
preilive of the politenefs with which I was treated by this ve- 
nerable gentleman, Sir David Kinloch, and his whole family. 
I thall only fay, that the amiable Lady Cunliffe, his daughter, 
is a true imitatfix of his civilities, whence you may better un- 
derftand the politenefs with which I was treated, than from a- 
ny thing I can fay on the fabject.

‘in-hopes of being with you in a few days, believe me to be,:

I have 
opened a ubfcription for an account of all my voyages made 
in Scotland, “which | am fure will afford fome entertainment ; 
and I have been honoured with the names ofa greater number 
of the very firlt people here, than [ had in England to my firit 
publication ; and as the names of all thefe, with the gentlemen 
in Cupar, Kelfo, and Glafgow will be circulated in Edinburgh, 
I doubt not that-[ fhall have a very confiderable number. —I 
hope Mr Burke has almoft finifhed ‘the copper-plate ; if not, 
I beg you will call upon him to puth him on, as [ am nearly 
ready for the prefs.

The French Court aré now making a loan of 80 millions of 
livres. The fubfcriber of 1000 livres is to have a note bear- 
ing 5 per cent. reimburfable by way of lottery at the rate of a 
tenth of the grofs fum each year, to commence in January 
1787. 

"The bearer of the numbers drawn in the lottery fhall have 
the option of receiving his reimburfement in cafh, or in a life 
fecurity, bearing gper cent. on one life, and 8 per cent. on 
two. He is to have the power of making his choice, | and of 
naming the life or lives he may chufe, any time within ten 
years, and he is to receive 5 per cents until he has thus fettled 
the annuity. The fublcribers are alfo to have a ticket in a lot- 
tery, which is to be drawn each year, the prizes in which will 
be paid'in cath, and which lottery fhall contain, the firft year, 
‘about a million of tickas, and every year after about 600,000. 

Private letters from Vienna, dated Dec. 10. declare, that 
the ramour mentioned a fhort time fince of a coolnefs prevail- 
ing between the Porte and the French Minifter had been con- 
firmed by various concurring advices. ‘The offence taken by 
the Ottoman potentate, it ipfaid, arofe from an application ha- 
ving been made to him by the Court of Verfailles to alienate 
for a valuable compenfation part of Walachia and Moldavia on 
the north of the Danube, with fome diftriéts of Servia fouth of 
that vatt river, to the Emperor of Germany. 

Ruffia is at this moment playing a deep game with this 
country and with France, folicited on one hand by the French 
finally to conclude with them the treaty of commerce now on 
the tapis ; and prefled on the other by the Britih Miniftry to 
renew that which fubfifts between Ruffia and Great Britain, by 
which we are treated in Ruffia as- the Gens Amicifina, and 
which is on the point of expiring ; the ro like an able 
politician, is en¢eavouring to make this double negociation’turn 
to her owa account, and probably will pronownce in fayour, 
not of that nation io which fhe may be moft partial, but of 
that. which witl offer her the beft terms, and hold out the great- 
eft commercial advantages to her fubjects. Her treaty with 
us, which is near expiring, is certainly much, more to our ad- 
vantage than to her’s; and therefore. there is but little hope 
that fhe will confent to renew it, unlefs our Sovereign confents 
to oppofe, as King of Great Britain, the German League, to 
which he has acceded in quality of EleGtor of Hanover. This 
is a preliminary upon. which we can afflure our readers fhe has 
abfolutely infitted: our minifters are therefore greatly embar- 
raffled how to att, knowing very well, that if they adhere to a 
treaty for the fake of Hanover, in which England is by no 
meaus interefted, they fhall become the more unpopular, as 
they will not only lofe-the benefit.of a very valuable treaty with 
Rufha, but alfo confent to fee it transferred to the molt formi- 
dable enemy of this country, France. 

We are affured by a gentleman juft returned from New- 
foundland, that the French, who previous to the late war 
fcarce employed five thoufand feamen on that fervice, have fince © 
the peace encreafed them to the enormous amount of six TEEN 
THOUSAND ; and fo anxious are they to effect fo beneficial an 
object, that their Government actually pay to the feamen who 
engage in this trade a bounty of near five pounds a man. 

A revifion is now making of the regulating treaties between 
Great-Britain and Holland during the reign of King Charles 
the firft, relating to the Dutch veflels being permitted to fith 
on our coafts, ou paying a fmall fine or toll, the praétice being 
cootinued, but the fine become obfolete.
